BETTY  UPRICHARD.  The  color  of  this  popular  va¬ 
riety  is  brilliant  orange-carmine  on  the  outer  surface; 
copper-red  buds  open  to  semi-double  blooms.  A 
strong -growing,  free-blooming,  and  healthy  Rose. 

BRIARCLIFF.  A  descendant  of  the  noted  Colximbia 
family.  The  stems  are  long  and  stiff,  and  bear 
pointed  buds.  The  flowers  are  double,  high  centered, 
fragrant,  a  beautiful  brilliant  rose-pink. 

CHARLES  P.  KILHAM.  Brilliant  orange-pink  suf¬ 
fused  with  glowing  yellow.  The  blooms  are  very 
large  and  shapely,  and  slightly  fragrant.  The  plants 
are  low  growing,  rarely  over  24  inches  high,  bushy 
and  very  free  blooming. 

COLUMBIA.  A  lively  bright  pink  which  deepens 
in  color  as  the  bloom  matures;  sweetly  scented. 
Especially  good  in  late  summer  and  autumn,  when 
the  blooms  are  borne  in  profusion.

FRANCIS  SCOTT  KEY.  Light  crimson  buds  open 
into  a  full  double  bloom  of  the  same  color.

Dark  pink 
shaded  with  deep  carmine.  The  plant  should  be  in  a 
cool  location  and  given  heavy  fertilization,  under 
which  conditions  the  growth  will  be  vigorous  and  the 
blooms  produced  in  abundance. 

AMI  QUINARD.  An  exceedingly  deep  crimson,  so 
dark  that  in  some  lights  it  appears  almost  black.  A 
distinct  novelty  because  of  its  color.  Strong-growing 
plants  that  will  produce  many  full  double  flowers. 

CHARLES  K.  DOUGLAS.  A  deep  crimson-scarlet 
which  rarely  fades  even  under  the  hottest  sun.  The 
blooms  are  large  and  slightly  fragrant.  It  is  an  excep¬ 
tionally  good  garden  Rose,  branching  in  habit,  clean 
foliage,  and  yields  a  bountiful  supply  of  flowers.

Scar¬ 
let-crimson  buds  and  clear  red,  very  fragrant  flow¬ 
ers.  Plants  grow  from  3  to  6  feet  high,  and  frequently 
bloom  twice  in  a  season. 

GRENOBLE.  A  brilliant  red,  almost  scarlet,  bloom 
opens  from  a  crimson  bud.  May  be  numbered  among 
the  best  dozen  red  Roses,  and  is  particularly  desira¬ 
ble  for  cutting. 

GRUSS  AN  TEPLITZ  (China  or  Bengal  Rose).  Large, 

bushy  plants  that  are  covered  the  enlire  season  with 
clusters  of  bright  red  flowers,  which  make  a  lovely 
Rose  hedge  or  a  bed  of  brilliant  color. 

HADLEY.  A  splendid  dark  crimson-red  with  petals 
of  a  velvety  texture;  slightly  perfumed.

KILLARNEY  BRILLIANT.  Similar  to  Killarney  but 
very  much  darker  in  color;  in  fact,  so  dark  that  it  is 
classed  as  a  red  Rose.  Flowers  semi-double. 

LORD  CHARLEMONT.  A  magnificent  deep  crimson, 
high-centered,  fragrant  flower  carried  on  a  moder¬ 
ately  bushy  plant.  Free  blooming  in  spring  and 
autumn,  with  a  goodly  number  of  blooms  in  mid¬ 
summer. 

MARGARET  McGREDY.  A  Rose  that  has  made  good 
in  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  blooms  are  solid 
orange-vermilion,  a  color  that  grows  lighter  when  the 
blooms  are  fully  opened.  The  plants  are  upright  and 
have  strong,  stiff  stems. 

OLYMPIAD.  Blood-red  blooms  that  ore  shaded 
with  fiery  copper  and  yellow  toward  the  base  of  the 
petals.  Originated  in  France,  and  introduced  under 
another  name.  There  it  received  a  gold  medal  in 
1930,  and  other  awards  since  that  time.  The  Ameri¬ 
can  introducer  was  permitted  to  rename  the  variety 
in  honor  of  the  Olympic  games  held  in  Los  Angeles 
in  1932.  It  is  a  most  unusual  Rose,  attracting  atten¬ 
tion  everywhere. 

PATIENCE.  The  flowers  are  scarlet,  with  shades 
of  orange  and  orange-scarlet,  high  centered  and  mod¬ 
erately  fragrant.  The  color  varies  somewhat,  depend¬ 
ing  on  soil,  sun,  and  moisture,  and  at  times  seems  to 
show  shades  of  pink  with  the  orange.  A  beautiful  va¬ 
riety,  and  one  you  will  enjoy  in  your  garden. 

RED  RADIANCE.  Deep  rose-red  blooms  which  may 
shade  to  a  light  crimson.  Extremely  popular  in  the 
South  because  of  its  free-blooming  qualities,  excellent 
habits,  and  clean,  resistant  foliage. 

SENSATION.  Deep  scarlet-crimson  with  maroon 
markings.  The  flowers  are  often  5  inches  in  diameter, 
full  double,  moderately  fragrant;  and  keep  in  good 
condition  for  several  days  after  cutting.

The 
blooms  are  as  clear  as  alabaster,  very  large  in  size, 
with  curved  and  infolded  petals,  and  have  a  dainty 
fragrance.  Free  blooming  in  spring  and  fall,  and  yield¬ 
ing  a  reasonable  number  of  flowers  in  midsummer.

FRAU  KARL  DRUSCHKI  (Hybrid  Perpetual).  The  buds 
are  slightly  tinted  with  pink  but  open  into  snow-white 
blooms.

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How  to  Make  Roses  Grow 


First  all,  let  us  say  that  Roses  do  not  need  a 
great  amount  of  care.  It's  a  mistaken  notion  to 
think  they  should  be  nursed  and  coddled.  True, 
they  need  plant-food,  water,  and  should  be 
sprayed  to  control  the  annoying  insects.  But  these 
means  of  control  are  easily  supplied — so  let  us 
hove  Roses,  and  more  Roses,  in  our  gardens.  Let 
us  grow  them  for  their  own  beauty  and  fragrance; 
let  us  grow  them  so  that  we  can  share  their 
charms  with  our  friends. 

Fall  Planting  Is  Best 

In  the  South  it  is  best  to  plant  Roses  in  late  fall. 
They  will  make  a  good  root-growth  before  the 
ground  freezes  and  be  ready  to  jump  into  growth 
when  spring  comes.  They  can  be  set  any  time 
when  the  soil  is  not  frozen;  from  mid-November  to 
mid-February  is  a  good  time.  Get  the  bed  ready 
several  weeks  before  planting  so  the  soil  will  be 
well  settled  when  the  plants  are  put  in. 

Preparing  the  Bed 

Dig  the  beds  as  deep  as  necessary  for  good 
subsoil  and  adequate  drainage. 

Open  the  package,  examine  each  plant,  and 
cut  off  any  broken  or  damaged  roots. 

Make  holes  big  enough  and  deep  enough  to 
permit  spreading  the  roots. 

Set  the  plant  in  the  hole;  be  careful  to  spread 
the  roots,  and  see  that  the  bud  or  joint  will  be  at 
the  soil  level.  Work  the  dirt  in  and  around  the 
roots  and  pack  or  tramp  the  soil  thoroughly,  so 
that  all  air  spaces  may  be  filled  and  the  soil  be 
brought  in  contract  with  the  roots.  Pour  in  3  to  4 
quarts  of  water;  after  it  has  soaked  in,  gradually 
fill  the  hole.  Then  cut  back  the  top  to  4  or  5 
inches.  Our  plants  are  cut  back  to  about  12  inches 
when  they  are  shipped,  but  should  be  pruned 
back  further  as  above  indicated. 

Many  Roses  are  injured  by  the  excessive  use 
of  manure  in  the  beds  at  time  of  planting.  It  is 
much  safer  to  mulch  the  surface  of  the  bed  with 
cow  or  other  manure,  which  subsequent  rains  or 
watering  will  carry  into  the  ground.

Feeding  the  Plants 

After  the  plants  begin  to  grow,  they  will  need 
some  extra  feeding.  We  recommend  Vigoro  as  it 
seems  to  be  a  complete  plant-food.  It  was  used  in 
the  noted  Rose-garden  of  the  Century  of  Progress, 
Chicago,  and  is  a  success  in  private  gardens.  Full 
directions  for  use  are  supplied  with  each  pack¬ 
age.  Covering  the  bed  through  the  summer  with 
Peat  Moss,  grass  clippings,  leaves,  or  a  similar 
substance,  to  a  depth  of  3  to  4  inches  will  con¬ 
serve  moisture  and  keep  the  surface  free  from 
weeds.  The  soil  does  not  need  to  be  cultivated 
when  so  covered. 

Controlling  Insects 

When  aphis  appear,  plants  should  be  sprayed 
with  a  nicotine  solution  (Black  Leaf  40).  Dusting 
with  superfine  sulphur  will  help  control  black-spot 
and  mildew.  Many  preparations,  including  Tri- 
ogen,  have  proved  effective  though  successive 
control  depends  on  earliness  and  regularity  of 
application. 

Cold- Weather  Care 

In  severe  climates  make  a  mound  of  soil  around 
the  plant,  extending  upward  8  inches  or  more.  In 
milder  climates  a  heavy  mulch  of  leaves  or  straw 
will  give  protection  in  ordinary  winters.  In  the 
South,  little,  if  any,  protection  is  needed,  except 
for  the  first  winter,  when  soil  should  be  mounded 
around  the  plants. 

Final  Rules 

1.  Choose  your  first  varieties  from  a  good  cata¬ 
logue,  relying  upon  the  nurseryman's  recommen¬ 
dation;  or  consult  an  experienced  rose  grower. 

2.  Buy  good  plants,  and  put  them  in  the  ground 
early,  preferably  fall  planting. 

3.  Be  sure  the  beds  ore  well  drained,  well  pre¬ 
pared,  and  ready  for  the  roses  when  they  arrive. 

4.  Fight  the  four  pests  strenuously. 

5.  Join  the  American  Rose  Society.
